In  September,  1973,  we  began  the  career  deemed  by  many  to  be  one  of  the  most 
challenging  and  rewarding  of  all  vocations.  In  the  years  that  followed  there  were  many 
events  that  were  important  to  some  individuals  yet  trivial  to  others.  Thus,  although  it  is 
difficult  to  discuss  specific  events,  one  time  period  stands  out  for  all  of  us.  It  seems 
appropriate  that  as  we  experience  the  end  of  our  medical  school  career  that  we  recall  the 
beginning  —  Dr.  Reed  and  gross  anatomy. 

We  were  eager,  optimistic,  yet  fearful  first-year  students.  We  were  anxious  about 
proving  to  others  as  well  as  to  ourselves  that  we  were  indeed  M.D.  material.  Each  of  us 
felt  some  doubt,  but  eagerly  we  thrust  our  hands  and  minds  into  our  work.  We  began 
anatomy  with  Dr.  Adrian  F.  Reed,  our  mentor  and  our  very  first  medical  school  role 
model.  Dr.  Reed  epitomized  the  physician-academician  to  us.  He  was  an  M.D.  yet  he 
was  a  Ph.D.  He  bridged  the  gap  between  the  university  and  the  medical  center.  He 
commanded  our  fear,  our  respect,  and  our  devotion.  Dr.  Reed's  goal  was  that  medical 
education  be  enjoyable  and  practical  as  well  as  enlightening  —  all  without  being 
pedantic. 

Through  his  urgings  we  soon  learned  to  "think  deep  to  the  skin."  He  patiently  and 
steadily  guided  us  through  those  early  days  that  seemingly  would  never  end  but  finally 
did  become  a  week,  then  a  month  and  more  months.  Curiously,  though,  Dr.  Reed's 
anatomy  course  was  a  family  affair;  talking,  looking,  searching,  laughing  (softly), 
working  together,  willingly  sharing  our  newly  found  knowledge  of  anatomy.  And  just  as 
we  would  begin  to  feel  over-confident,  Dr.  Reed  would  quickly  bring  us  back  to  the  real 
world.  Our  memories  of  anatomy  with  Dr.  Reed  and  Dr.  Penny  are  strong  and  equally 
strong  is  the  foundation  they  helped  us  to  build.  We  will  not  forget. 

And  finally,  as  surely  as  we  came  in  September,  1973,  now  in  May,  1977  we  prepare  to 
leave.  The  final  honing  and  climax  of  our  medical  education  should  never  occur, 
however.  As  we  continue  to  read  and  study,  we  will  become  the  perpetual  students  that 
medicine  requires.  For  medicine  is  not  only  challenging  it  is  also  demanding  and  calls 
for  our  constant  vigil  to  maintain  that  high  level  of  competence. 

During  our  tenure  here  we  have  certainly  had  some  bad  times  as  well  as  the  good 
times.  But  only  an  absence  from  this  place,  a  sojourn  in  another,  and  a  pensive 
recollection  and  review  of  the  persons  and  experiences  will  modify  our  opinions  and 
bestow  perspective  to  our  memories.  Hopefully,  over  the  ensuing  years  any 
unhappiness  will  surely  fade,  and  the  good  times  and  memorable  events  will  be 
burnished  as  bright  silver  or  gold.
